DOWN TO EARTH RELIGION

business, This should) make us 
ministers do some serious refléct- 
ing. Evidently this man conceived 
of Christianity as a religion and 
not as a way of life. That, I think 
‘s a basic and common error. 
People do not regard Christianity 
ag a practical tool for every day 
life because they think of it only as 
a religion dealing in inystical 
things, 

Christianity IS a religion, but one 
ofy the perat thitigs that religion 
Rives us is skill in human relations 
in how to utderstana People and 
get along with them. I¢ I were 
president of a business college, I’ 
would tell my students that the 
flrst thing they had to do wag to 
set an understanding of humian na- 
ture, and how to get along with 
People. That is our basie problem 
in personal, industrial and human 
relations.

In one of the most boisterous con- 
gressional hearings of recent years, 
wily, silver-haired Maj. Gen. Pat- 
Yick Hurley ripped into the state 
department career men for their al- 
leged interference with his efforts to 
unify China and establish it as a 
base for far eastern political stabil- 
ity, 

Alternately calm and heated, Hur- 
ley, recently resigned as. ambassa- 
dor to Chungking, told the sen- 
ate foreign relations committee that 
during his discussions with Chinese 
communists he concluded that cer- 
tain. state department officials had 
convinced the Reds that his policy 
for unifying the country under 
Chiang Kai-shek would be scrapped. 
Instead, the officials were said to 
have declared that the U. S. would 
Seek to stabilize Asia with a con- 
trolled Japanese empire. 


In hitting at the career men, Hur- 
Jey charged that they sided with im- 
perialist. Great Britain, France and 
the Netherlands for keeping the 
orient divided to permit the con- 
tinued exploitation of the subject 
people. 

In. alleging underhanded state 
department workings, Hurley stated 
that war plans drawn‘up for the Big 
Three meet at Yalta and favoring 
the distribution of Allied arms to

I’m going to talk about the 
disabled American veterans. 

In times of great unemployment 
a person with a disability has two 
strikes on him when pitted for a 
job against a perfectly able-bodied 
worker. Therefore, the Disabled 
American Veterans, a veterans’ or- 
ganization whose membership is 
confined solely to the war disabled, 
is setting up the machinery to go 
to bat for him so that he from whom 
much has been taken to keep the 
rest of us secure within the wide 
bounds of these United States will 
have at least as good a chance as 
his able-bodied colleague in getting 
a job where he can earn a living 
for himself and his family. 

For the first time in its history, 
DAV, the Disabled American Vet- 
erans, has set up a highly integrat- 
ed national network of employment 
officers headed in Washington by 
Dr. Gilbert S. Macvaugh, a disabled 
veteran of this war and a former 
lieutenant commander with wide ex- 
perience in personnel and employ- 
ment counselling: These employ- 
ment officers have their hands 
reaching out in two directions—one 
toward the disabled veteran and one 
toward the employer in an endeavor 
to bring the two together so that 
the employer and the veteran may 
meet and reach an agreement on a 
job, 

Let me give you"two small exam- 
| ples of the type of thing the DAV 
;4s getting ready to do in a big way. 

Take the case of the man who 
had been wounded in the invasion 
of Normandy. An injury to his 
spinal column paralyzed him from 
the waist down so that he is bed- 
ridden. On directions from the 
Washington DAV office, the local 
employment officer of the DAV con- 
tacted. the man to see what kind of 
work he might do while in bed and 
yet receive some income, In the 
man’s community there was a 
small plant for making hooked rugs. 
The DAV representative arranged 
to have the bed-ridden veteran 
make hooked rugs and market them 
with this concern. 

Then there is an entirely different 
type of case—seeing that justice is 
doné the disabled veteran after he 
doés get a job. A guard was eni- 
ployed in a certain publi¢ build- 
Ing. He had a slight nervois dis- 
order for which a psychiatrist was 
treating him, prescribing a little 
meédication {o be taken while on 
duty. One day the medicine niadée 
the veteran feel drowsy arid he 
j asked to be rélievéd from duty for 
a few hours tintil he could overcorie 
jit. That was refused hini. Subse- 
quéntly charges were preferred 
against him and he was given a 
lettér of suspension. Ine DAV Na+ 
torial Employment officer went to 
the mat for him and had the whole

it. The answer was that pilots, 
knowing the hazards, took extra 
precautions in using the field. Soa 
disabled veteran, already knowing 
what it is to be handicapped, 
uses considerable extra care. 

I said the DAV had set up. a na- 
tional employment program for the 
first time in its existence, headed 
up in Washington by a National 
Employment officer. Then each 
state has a Chief Employment of- 
ficer. The DAV in each state is 
divided into chapters, or local units, 
and each has an employment of-. 
ficer also, thus bringing the contact 
of this helping hand right down into 
the community where the veteran 
lives or is hospitalized. 

Before the program can begin 
operating in the complete way en- 
visioned by its planners, the men 
who can offer the jobs have to be 
contacted personally and the chal- 
lenge of their opportunity to make 
work available to handicapped vet- 
erans has to be put squarely be- 
fore them. This has been the first 
task of Dr. Macvaugh and his corps 
of employment officers. 


DAV Gets Off 
To Good Start 


A strong beginning was made 


when at a conference in Atlantic 
City the following representative or- 
ganizations, among others, were 
contacted personally by the DAV 
National Employment officer and 
asked to influence the businesses for

Available jobs are made known to 
the Veterans’ Employment Repre- 
sentative of the United States Em- 
ployment service, which has agreed 
to desigriate an assistant in each 
state who will spécialize in the em- 
ployment of war disabled G.1.s, 

The DAV has developed a system 
whereby its chapter employment of« 
ficer knows as soon as a man who 
has a disability is released from 
an institution and {is available for 
work in his community. He also 
knows the disabléd veterans living 
there who need jobs. It is his task 
to bring the mén and the jobs to. 
gether, 

It is the DAV chapter employ 
ment officer who takes the man to 
the véterans' employnient repre- 
séntative of thé USES where the jobs 
are registered, atid on to the pro- 
spective employer, if necessary, to 
clinch the emiployiient of the ex- 
GL 

There are five planks in the em- 
ployment platform of the DAV.

And there, young fellow, you 
have the very modest beginnings of 
all this gigantic and deadly business 
of Flying Fortresses and their pro- 
tecting fighter and pursuit planes. 

Hank—This bombing business cer- 
tainly had a modest beginning and now 
it’s big-time stuff, 

Robinson—Well, we and the rest 
of the world thought it was big-time 
stuff 'way back. And it was. In- 
ventive genius just hadn't caught up 
with the fighting spirit that fliers 
showed. There's something about 
flying that gets into a man’s blood, 
and I thrill like a kid to any exploit 
of the flying service. And what 
strides have béen made! Especial- 
ly in the bombers. They don’t seem 
to need the protection of the fighters 
any more—looks like they can ‘take 
care of themselves in any fight. You 
see the bombers are such enormous- 
ly heavy planes, especially when 
they have a maximum load of fuel 
and bombs, that it was impossible 
at first to develop speed and easy 
maneuverability. To a great extent 
that has been overcome. The new 
bombers that are .being turned out 
have amazing speed and rate of 
climb which make it possible for 
them to climb to an altitude high- 
er than the fighter plane is able 
to reach, They have reached allti- 
tudes of 30,000 ‘to 40,000: feet, so it 
is possible for them to approach 
their target unobserved. Also the 
new bombsights are a marvel of ac- 
curacy—it’s been claimed that a 
bomber equipped with the new 
bombsight can land a bull’s eye on 
a barrel head from 20,000 feet up, 
Anyway, they are extremely accu- 
rate. 

Hank—But just how do they operate, 
Bill? How many in the crew? And hoiv 
do they go about the job? 

Robinson—The crew varies, ac- 
cording to the size of the bomber, 
from four to eight men. You know 
we've developed some extremely ef- 
ficient bombers of a smaller type 
than the Flying Fortresses, and of 
fewer men in the crew. , .. As to 
how they operate—the main idea 
hasn’t changed much since 1918, 
Before a bomber is sent up there has 
been intensive study of the map, 
both by the command and by the 
crew. That means not only learn- 
ing the terrain of the immediate ob- 
yective and its stirroundings, but 
deciding on the best routes to and 
from the objective,so that the 
squadron can bé sent along a route 
where there is least likelihood of de- 
tection and interception. So far as 
is possible weather conditions ahead 
are determined, but that is a very 
sketchy business since weather re- 
ports are military secrets in all bel- 
ligerent countries. But scientifie 
weather experts, working thottsands 
of miles away from the spot pi¢ked 
for the bombing, have worked out 
their system to stich a degreé that 
they can With fair accuracy tell in 
advance what the weather will be, 
. «. All of this of course is prelim 
inary, . .. The squadron takes off 
in formation, and that “V" forma- 
tion, which is like the flight of wild 
geese in passage, is kept until the 
squadron has neared its objective. 
. « » When the squadroii leader has 
Sighted the target he signals the ac- 
companyirig planes, and instead of 
the “V" formation, the squadron 
single-files into a long string. ... 
Always keeping thé objective in 
view, and having attended to iru: 
incrable details which require keen 
memory, timing and judgment, the 
squadron. leader makes his dive, 
delivers his load of bombs, and 
comes out of the dive. His perforri- 
atice is followed in turn by each of 
ihe aeconipanying planes, 

Hark—Just how is the maneiver 
doiie, Bill? ‘ 

Robinson—It is done by maneuver: 
jig the airplane su it falls off one 
Wing into a dive. And itiot only must 
the dive be éxecuted at high speed, 
but the pilot must come out of it at 
high speed. ‘That’s what makes the 
“blackout.”
